We believe the innate sense of fair 
lay of the average Senator was responsi- 
le yesterday for the retreat of Adminis- 

tration forces before the first test on Gov. 
Talmadge’s proposed constitutional amend- 
ment providing for a mandatory party 
primary under the county unit system. 

Debafe on the issue was continued until 
today, by Administration forces, who con- 
ceded they did not have enough votes 
to win. They hoped to recoup strength 
overnight. It was the third postponement 
since the bill was introduced. The first 
was in committee and the second came 
when action scheduled for last Friday was 
delayed. 

Administration spokesmen are attempt- 
ing to make the mandatory primary bill 
a straight county unit affair. They are 
velling “carpetbagger” at those who re- 
fuse to go along. . 

But the reaction yesterday indicated 
the Senators have dohe some solid think- 
ing of their own and are not being misled. 

There was Sen. Duncan, of Lawrence- 
ville, born and reared in the-country and 
a firm advocate of the county unit system. 
His grandfather was killed fighting with 
Confederate troops in the Battle of Ken- 
nesaw Mountain. Sen. Duncan declared 
his family had voted the Democratic ticket 
for generations, but insisted he wants to 
make sure his right to vote otherwise is 
not infringed.

Will Russia 
7 | + ¢ 
Wait To Strike? 

Gen. Eisenhower's tour of Western Eu- 
rope has resulted in the promise of at least 
six additional divisions of troops to bolster 
Allied strength against possible Russian 
invasion. 

Four of the new divisions, two each 
from. Britain and France, will be avail- 
able this year. Belgium’s two divisions 
will be ready some time next year. 

Together with the four divisions pro- 
posed to be sent from this country and 
eight divisions already in West Germany, 
this will bring the Western force to 18 
divisions. 

The Russians have something like 175 
divisions which can be thrown into com- 
bat within 30 days. Within three to six 
months the Soviets could muster a force 
of about 300 divisions. 

Compared to the tremendous Russian 
and satellite armies, the Western force, 
even with thegadditions promised, is puny 
indeed. But if Gen. Eisenhower has suc- 
ceeded in alarming free Europeans to the 
imminence of danger, as there is reason 
to believe he has, his mission has not failed 
by any means. 

The disturbing question is, will the Rus- 
sians wait for the allies to rearm, or will 
the invasion timetable be moved wp to 
strike long before we can get ready? 

Until recently there has not been ready 
evidence the Soviets were preparing for 
an extraordinary military venture. There 
has been no intensive propaganda cam- 
paign to prepare the Russian peoples for 
war. Military maneuvers have not been 
particularly unusual. 

What might mark the beginning of a 
new and vicious propaganda campaign, 
though, was sounded in Moscow Sunday 
by one of the Communist Party's top ideo- 
logical experts, Peter Pospelov. He spoke 
before the top men of the Soviet, includ- 
ing Stalin and Molotov. He denounced the 
United States bitterly and accused this 
country of plotting a third world war. The 
forum from which he spoke and the occa- 
sion, the twenty-seventh anniversary of 
the death of Lenin, give the charges the 
prestige and official sanction needed for 
broadcasting and rebroadcasting to the 
Russian people.

Four bills relating to motor vehicles 
were dropped into the hopper in the Geor- 
gia House last week.

Another of these bills outlaws “hot 
rods” by making it illegal to “soup up” 
the engine of a car without a_ special 
permit. 

A third measure would insure finan- 
cial responsibility of motorists . through 
requiring liability insurance, and still an- 
other stiffens the penalty. on drunken 
drivers. 

These, together with the adoption of 
the uniform traffic code, would go a long 
way toward protecting Georgians against 
financial loss as well as loss of life and 
limb.

An Explanation 


For the Record 


WASHINGTON—Many people are express- 

ing a curious interest in why our armed forces 

did not destroy the series of important hydro- 

electric dams in North Korea at the time we had the Communists 

on the run and had extended our lines almost to the Manchurian 
border. 

The statement ‘ties been bantered about by misinformed people 
that by not destroying the dams we have permitted the Commu- 
nists to continue an important source of war production. This was 
perhaps a logical conclusion on the assumption that the dams were 
in operation and were being used to provide electric energy for 
war industries supposed to be operating in the area. 

It never did make sense that we would have permitted a con- 
ditign of that kind to exist, of course, although we have been guilty 
of a similar omission, it seemed, in not bombing other extensive 


power works employed by the Communists along the Manchurian 
border. 


The Question Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia, new 

chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, was curious enough about the matter to put the ques- 
tion to Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Army Chief of Staff. during a recent 
appearance before his committee. 

Gen. Collins’ explanation was, as .regards the North Korean 
dams, that no power development is now going on there. The 
Russians, had stripped the dams of all hydroelectric 
machinery during their occupation of the country immediately after 
the war. He described the dams as now “naked.” Nothing was 
to be accomplished, therefore, in blasting them to bits. 

The situation with regard to the power works in Manchuria is 
somewhat different. There the dams are still operating, with no 
effort having been made by our air forces to blast them into rubble. 
We could do that any day, of course. A few of our big bombers 
based in Japan could put the dams out of business with a single 
mission. 

The best answer as to why we have not done it is to be found 
in the United Nations mandate under which we are operating in 
Korea. This mandate merely gives us and the other UN forces 
authority to put down aggression in Korea, without sanctioning 
any extension of our attacks beyond the North Korean border. 
We have simply sought to obey the letter of the law. 

Often during the forward movement of our forces in North 
Korea, units of our air force tangled with Communist planes. 
When the going got hot for the Commie pilots they invariably 
took refuge over Manchuria. We pursued them only to the border 
and then gave up the chase. 


he explained, 


Other matters of strategy and policy may lie 
in our refusal so far to bomb the Manchurian 
power projects. It is a matter of no great moment at the present 
whether the power production continues or not. If we are to 
become engaged in a long-scale war with the Chinese Reds, it would 
matter a great deal, perhaps. When we finally reach a point 
where we are certain of the situation, the dams can be destroyed 
at any time. They are like sitting ducks to our bombers. 

The infamy of the situation is that it is being used as a source 
of propaganda and poison against the Government in Washing- 
ton. People of the McCarthy school of smearing are saying that 
our reason for not destroying the dams is due to the influence of 
Reds and Pinks in the S artument. The thought is too ridicu- 
lous for words. One of the two-bits type of radio commentators 
operating out of Chicago actually had the foolhardiness to offer 
that as an answer to our failure to let the bombs drop on these 
developments in North Korea and Manchuria. 

Gen. Collins in his statement before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee should have ended the matter. Unfortunately, what he 
said was in executive session and was not made available to the 
public. Sen. Russell in asking the question was merely repeating 
queries put to him. He’naturally was too well informed to be 
taken in by the reports, but- merely asked to get an official 
explanation.

they said to me, thinking to be kind. The show was truly 


lovely and interesting and made me wish that I could own some of the rare porcelains and old silver, 


but over and above the desire for

of the things that customers were exclaiming over and buying at ridiculously. high prices 


were things that reminded me of my childhood and looked to me like old and familiar faces, seen 


after a long, long time.

I think there is another caster tucked 
away somewhere in my “rat heaven” and I am 
considering bringing it out, equipping it prop- 
erly and using it when the youngsters eat ham- 
burgers .with me. Think of the steps it would 
Save in bringing to the table all the various 
condiments that the children want! 


Speaking of step saving, one day recently 
my sister and I went visiting in a near-by town.

By the middle of the third 
month, I was buzzing: around, 
healthy as ever. I decided to 
keep working until I could no 
longer reach the typewriter— 
or at least until the last month. 
My doctor agreed this was per- 
fectly o. k., provided I felt fine 
and my monthly checkups con- 
tinued to be satisfactory.

Intercourse: Contraindicated 
during first and last month. 
Permissible at other times ex- 
cept when period would nor- 
mally be due. 

Checkups: Every four weeks 
for the first seven months, twice 
monthly in seventh and eighth 
months, weekly in ninth month. 
Notify the doctor in case of 
vaginal bleeding, severe head- 
aches or dizziness, disturbances 
in vision, excessive weight gain 
or swelling of feet, hands or 
face. . 

Labor: When pains start, no- 
tify the doctor and do not eat 
any solid foods afterwards. 

For my first baby I bought 
all the equipment. I had little 
knitted sacques, a _ half-dozen 
pairs of booties, enough bottles 
to stock a dairy, bathinette, a 
bassinet, a crib, a carriage, a 
car seat, a potty, a play pen and 
gauze mask. 

For my second baby, I used 
what was left over from the 
first and sold the carriage, the 
bathinette and the potty chair, 
gave away all the bottles but 
eight, and threw the gauze mask 
in the wastebasket. 

For: my third baby I bought 
eight bottle nipples. 


Despite what you may hear, 
the needs of the newborn are 
few. You should have six 
nightgowns, eight bottle units 
(if you’re not nursing), a ster- 
ilizer, a set of measuring 
spoons, a can opener, a pair of 
tongs, two receiving blankets, 
a wool blanket, two towels, 
four sheets, some undershirts 
and a membership in the near- 
est diaper laundry. At first 
the only furniture you'll need 
is a bassinet. I recommend the 
portable basket type with legs 
that can be folded for travel- 
ing. 


All three of -my babies have 
been sink-bathed, an arrange- 
ment I have found entirely sat- 
isfactory. 

As the baby grows older, he'll 
need more equipment and cloth- 
ing (don’t we all), but let friends 
and relatives supply you with 
ruffled bonnets and moire-taf- 
feta baby books. If you hold out 
long enough an in-law or a par- 
ent might even furnish the crib, 
the expensive item in baby-hav- 
ing next to baby himself. 

And babies are amazingly 
cheap—much less than a good 
television set and one-tenth the 
price of a car. Expenses for our 
last, born just a month ago, ran 
about $300. The doctor's bill 
was $150, the caudal anesthetic

Genuine whole wheat flour 
does not keep many days and is 
therefore not suitable for ship- 
ment or for storage. It should 
be used within hours or a few 
days after grinding or milling. 

For this reason real whole 
wheat flour is hard to buy and 
bread made of it is available to 
only a few customers in the im- 
mediate vicinity or neighbor- 
hood of the miller who grinds it 
fresh every day or the baker 
who perhaps grinds his own 
with a small mill. 

A number of ways to use plain 
wheat in the everyday family 
diet are described in my pam- 
phiet Wheat to Eat, available on 
written request if you provide 
stamped self-addressed . enve- 
lope. 

Theoretically it should be pos- 
sible to restore to the everyday 
diet of the American people the 
nutritional essentials the mod- 
ern American diet lacks and 
check the national malnutrition, 
by prohibiting the manufacture 
and sale of refined white flour 
and refined white sugar or 
syrup.

Predict Kew 


Shortages 


By BETTY PROSSER 
CHICAGO—(AP)—With production cutbacks and predictions 
of shortages, many consumers wonder if they'll be able to get the 
things they plan to buy for their home. 


The two-week 1951 furniture 
market, which recently closed, 
gave a summarized picture of 
what’s likely to be found in the 
stores, for the next few months 
at least. 

As the market wound up, the 
picture was much less gloomy 


than had been predicted by 
some furnishings authorities. 

WOODEN FURNITURE—Is in 
good supply and probably will 
continue to be, for the first stx 
months of 1951. Not a single 
manufacturer in any branch of 
the furniture industry would 
venture a guess as to the situa- 
tion beyond June. 


BEDDING—Particularly mat- 
tresses and  springs—are in 
somewhat smaller supply, due 
to a short cotton crop, the sky- 
rocketing price of cotton “lin- 
ters” or stuffing, and some re- 
ported difficulties in obtaining 
steel. Other makers, however, 
said they had had no trouble 
getting steel. 


CARPETS—Supplies good 
but prices are continuing to 
rise on all-wool pieces due to a 
spectacular rise in raw wool 
prices. Blends with chemical 
fibers, particularly rayon, are 
being introduced and are report- 
ed by manufacturers to excel in 
both beauty and wearing quali- 
ties. 

UPHOLSTERED FURNI- 
TURE—No __ shortage. Some 
makers are experimenting with 
new coverings, including nylon. 

CHROME FURNITURE — In 
short supply. Dealers are on al- 
location. However, manufactur- 
ers expect to continue produc- 
tion at a good rate for the first 
quarter of 1951, at least. 


JUVENILE FURNITURE—In 
good supply. 

LAMPS — Here there are 
shortages, particularly in lamps 
using large amounts of metal, 
Makers are switching to wood, 
glass and ceramics. 

MAJOR APPLIANCES—Pos- 
sible future shortages, but at 
present a fair supply. 
laundry equipment 
harder to get, particularly dry- 
ers. 

In GENERAL, many 
facturers have placed 
dealers on allocation, but the 
allocations in most. lines are 
generous. Production capacie- 
ties—and plans—remain high.

Dual Rooms May End Your Need To Move 


“Families are constantly on 


the move,” said John Miller, one | 


of Atlanta’s leading architects, 
“mainly because their needs for 
space change through the years.” 

And because of exacting limi- 
tations by FHA on loans, the 
increased cost of building mate- 
rials, and the added problem of 


labor, more people are begin- 
ning to utilize the space they 
have :for fuller use, instead of 
building. 

The obvious solution to the 
“no-space problem” is a dual- 
purpose room. A dining room- 
kitchen combination; a living- 
dining room; a den-bedroom; or 
any of a dozen other combina- 
tions. 

Many apartment dwellers as 
well as home owners have util- 
ized a corner in their kitchen 
for dining facilities ... and put 
their dining room to better use. 
Perhaps it was converted into 
a den that could double for a 
guest room, or a hobby room, 
with television, book shelves, 
desk, and serving equipment.

“room conversions” is dividing 
one big bedroom into two small 
ones to accomodate children. 
Then when the children grow up

is no inexpensive project, but 


comparatively speaking it is a 
highly practical one.

In this way, it. can 
be used for games, study, fami- 
ly projects, buffet or dinner for 
eight, and can be shunted to a 
wall when not in use. 

2. Captain’s chairs or up- 
holstered host chairs will fit 
other needs of the room, such 
as television. 

3. Make sure the floor is suit- 
able for children’s games or 
dancing, and is easily cleaned. 
Bright linoleum or cotton throw 
rugs can cover it. 

4. A corner should be provid- 
ed for the little people, with a 
sturdy chest for toys or stor- 
age space. This chest can be 
covered with a gay quilted mat 
to make an extra seat. 

5. A nest of tables is always 
a good investment, for televi- 
sion, and other parties. 

With a few of these changes, 
vour old dining room can serve 
as a general recreation room 
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and also assume part of the | 
burden borne by the kitchen | 
and living room. | 
If you’re cramped for space 
and can’t afford to build or 
move, turn a critical eve toward 
the home you're in. By analyz- 
ing your needs and rearrang- 
ing your furniture, you'll prob- 
ably find you have more “liv- 
Ing space” per square foot than 
you've been using.
